PART II. — CIVIL STATISTICS. 


The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil J urisdiction of all Arrange- 
Courts in Ireland. Tables. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 

The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 


L— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, which Central 
in the year 1896 consisted of four divisions — Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, Ad7 ^^J a ~ 
and the Probate and Matrimonial Division — and three outlying Courts The Court of Justice. 
the Land Commission, the High Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. Arrange-

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; raWcs ' 
Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions ; 
the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; 
have been grouped along with the other Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely 
connected with them. The proceedings in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved are 
dealt with in Part I., Criminal Statistics. 


The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions (the proceedings at 
the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. The Statistics regarding the exclusive 
jurisdiction of each of the divisions : — at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to 
election petitions and acknowledgments of married women in the same division, and at 
the Revenue side of the Exchequer, are given last, as the business is so small, compared 
with that transacted on the Plea side of these divisions.

The Lord Chancellor made 13 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for 
administering oaths for the High Court of Justice. There were 4 orders on Petitions 
as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, were 30. 
The warrants for Magistrates were 238, as compared with 474 ni 1895, and 384 in 
1894; the warrants as to Coroners were 3. 

The return of the Secretary at the Rolls included in Table 5 gives the particulars 
of the petitions set down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls. 

The number of proceedings in the Crown and Hanaper Office was 2,473, being 1,056 
under the number during the year 1895, and 1,054 under that for the year 1894.

Under the Land Judge the net rental, or annual value (where given) of Estates 
sold in the year ended 1st November, 1896, was £33,616 as compared with £22,079 in 
1895, £29,052 in 1894, £23,615 in 1893, £38,986 in 1892, £28,623 in .1891, £15,896 in 
1S90, £28,269 in 1889, and £18,399 in 1888, and the purchase money was £517,403, 
as compared with £356,371 in 1895, £447,999 in 1894, £393,185 in 1893, £500,860 in 
1892, £410,491 in 1891, £242,413 in .1890, £402,923 in 1889, and £272,442 in 1888. 
As the properties sold did not consist solely of fee simple lands, the several amounts 
here set forth include the purchase money of life estates and other limited terms as 
well as of lands in fee.

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the Judge’s Chamber was 
2,904 as compared with 2,927 in 1895. 

The number of petitions filed in the year ended 31st October, 1896, was 83, being 
36 under the number in the preceding year, and 55 under that for 1894, only 18 being 
by owners. The number of affidavits filed, 2,556, is 498 under that for 1895, and 534 
under the number for 1894. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 75, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 2,451 ; in L895 the respective corresponding numbers were 103 and 
3,201.

Queen's Bench and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions are 
arranged in a single table for each division, although the figures have been supplied by 
three officers — the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the Registrar. 


The writs of summons for the two divisions, which had fallen from 17,517 in 1894 
to 16,493 in 1895, amounted in 1896 to 16,754. The number of cases which actually 
came to trial by jury in Dublin in 1896 was 210, being 12 over the number in 1895 ; 
the amount of rponey recovered at these trials shows an increase from £10,397 in 1895 
to £12,096, following a decrease of £7,753 in 1895, as compared with 1894. In this 
connection it may be observed that the amount and importance of .Judicial business 
in Ireland, where there is so much litigation respecting title to land and to easements, 
cannot be at all adequately estimated from the mere amounts either claimed or recovered 
by suitors. \ 


Of the other business os the Divisions on the Plea side, there were 18,327 affidavits, 
being 1,459 over the numb V for 1895. 
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The return of the business at Chambers and before a single Judge in Court (Queen’s 
Bench and Exchequer Divisions) shows that there were 303 summonses against 312 
in 1895, and 228 in 1894 ; that the motions on notice before a single Judge numbered 
630, or 9 more than in the preceding year, and 10S over the number in 1894; and 
that the exparte motions, including consent orders, granted amounted to 1,624, being 
an increase of 166 as compared with the number in 1895, which was 75 over that for 1894.

It appears from this table that the number of applications to remit cases to the County 
Courts was 387, showing an increase of 26 as compared with the year 1S95, the number 
for which year was 25 under that for 1894. Of the 327 applications granted, 129 
were in cases of contract and 198 in cases of tort.

The figures in the above table show on the whole, a decrease of business in the 
office in 1896, Vs compared with 1895. The number of Judgments of the Irish Superior 
Courts registered was 2,316, being 74 under the number for the year 1895 which 
was 41 under that for 1894. 

In the latter part of 1S88 the compulsory registration of Recognizances, as a charge 
against Real I'btate'w.is dispensed with, unless specially ordered. 


Two only of the JiVle-ments registered in 1896 were obtained before 15th July, 1850 
(which judgments alone affect land without being registered 'in the Deeds Office as a 
Judgment Mortgage): of the 120 Judgments re-registered, 116 were obtained before 
15th July, 1850, and 4 siocAthat date. 
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Oil comparing the number of judgments registered with the number of executions Central 

issued on Judgments in the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions, it appears that 
5,322 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in Masters’ Offices as entered 
up, and that 2,316 judgments were registered in the Registry of Judgments Office. Loca j — 

Table 23 contains a return of proceedings in the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) ^ f e |^ tioa 
Office, under 54 and 55 Vic., cap. 66, for the year 1896. During the year there were Office. 
594—578 compulsory, and 16 voluntary— applications to register in cases completed Table23# 
by the Land Commission before the end of 1891 (in which a written application and 
examination of the Title are required). In the year, also, 594 Titles were read, and 
594 Searches issued. The arrear having been worked off in 1895, the Titles are now 
read and Searches issued as the applications come in. The total number of current 
cases (i.e., cases sent down from day to day by the Land Commission, and registered 
as of course, no application being necessary), and application cases registered during 
the year was 3,899. In the two years, 1S92 and 1893, which were the first years 
during which the Act of 1891 was in operation, 8,627 cases were registered, 6,450 
Titles read, and 4,041 Searches issued; in the year 1894 there were 5,882 cases 
registered, 2,969 Titles were read, and 3,320 Searches issued, and in the year 1895 the 
cases registered numbered 4,184 ; the Titles read, 1,481 ; and the Searches issued, 3,389. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and Bills of Sale 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with Table 10 ' 
the business in other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 282, as 
compared with 202 in 1895, and 311 in 1894. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registxy of Deeds Office in the year was 24,299, Registry of 
as compax-ed with 22,525 in 1895, and 22,964 in 1894. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits Tabfe 24 . 
are included in this number : they amounted to 520, as compared with 483 in 1895. 

The searches made by the public were 6,120 ; those lodged for official search were 3,952 
of which 1,719 were negative searches, and 2,233 common searches. The abstract book, 
entered up to 16th December in 1895, was, on the 31st of December, 1896, entered up 
to 21st December. In 1895 the Lands Index was entered to 22nd of November, and in 
1S96 it was entered to 1st December. The Transci'iption of Memorials was com- 
pleted to 9th of November in 1895, and to 15th October in 1896. The negative 
searches lodged but not made were 38 in 1895, and 59 in 1896, and the common 
searches lodged but not made numbered 59 in the former and 44 in the latter year.

Taxation of Costs.

From the above it appears that there was a decrease of 37 in probates and letters 
of administration in 1896 as compared with 1895, the number for which year was 56 
over that foi’ 1894. 

The taxatic^i of costs is now included in the returns of the Consolidated Taxing Offices. 
Returns (see\Table 30a and 6), received from the Comptroller of Stamp Duties show the 
Affidavit Duty for Grants of Probate and Administration and the Estate Duty (Finance 
Act, 1894) received ; the amount under the former heading in 1896 was £13,493, and 
Probate &c. under the latter, £526,824 ; the estimated property on which Estate Duty was paid

There has been an increase of 61 in the number of wills proved and letters of adminis- 
tration granted in 1896, at the District Registries, of which there are eleven. This 
increase follows a decrease of 49 in 1895, as compared with 1S94, and an increase of 
161 in 1894 as/ compared with 1893. The aggregate number at both Central and 
District Registries (7,964) is 24 over the number in 1895, 31 over that for 1S94, 
and 458 over the number for 1893. 

The 33rd section of “The Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1SS1,” affords local 
facilities for obtaining grants of probate or letters of administration, where the gross 
value of the personal estate of the deceased does not exceed £300, and by section 16 of 
“The Finance Act, 1894,” the limit has been extended to £500.

It appears from this table that the number of cases for disposal which had fallen 
from 83 in 1893 to 63 in 1894, and to 16 in 1895, were last year 20.

A Return of Sales to Tenants under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, in 
which the Loans were issued during the years ending 31st December, 1895, and 31st 
December, 1896, has been furnished by the Commissioners, and is given in Table 63, 
page 93. 

From this Return and those published in the Reports on Judicial Statistics 
for the nine years 1887-95, we learn that the number of Tenant Purchasers in the 
first year (August, 1885 — August, 1886), in which the Act was in operation, was 
1,204, in the second 2,518, in the third 4,470, in the fourth 2,819, in the fifth 2,709, in 
the sixth 3,067, in the seventh 3,1 7d, in the eighth 3,367, in the period from 22nd August, 
1893, to the 31st December, 1893, 300, in the (calendar) year ended 31st December, 
1894, 1,247, in the following year 202, and in the year ended 31st December, 1896, 249 ; 
the total number up to the last mentioned date being 25,330, of whom 12,956, or 51*1 
per cent., were in Ulster ; 5,038, or 19’9 per cent., in Munster ; 4,100, or 16*2. per cent., 
in Leinster; and 3,236, or 12*8 per cent., in Connaught. The total Purchase money 
for the whole period, from the 22nd August, 1885, to the 31st December, 1896, was 
£10,145,323, of which £70,229 was for Sales in the year ended 31st December, 1896, 
and the total amount of Loans £9,979,641, including £70,088 advanced during the year 
1896. In the first year the average number of years’ Purchase on Net Rental was 18*3, 
in the second 17'5, in the third 17'4, in the fourth 17 - 2, in the fifth 16 - 2, in the sixth 
1 6*6, in the seventh 16 - 9, in the eighth 17*1 ; in the period from 22nd August, 1893, to 
31st December of that year, 16*6; in the year ended 31st December, 1894, 16*9; in the 
year ended 31st December, 1895, 15*5, and in the year ended 31st December, 1896, 15*7. 


Table 64, on page 93, contains a Return of Sales to Tenants under the Purchase of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in which Loans were issued during the years ending the 31st 
December, 1895, and 31st December, 1896. The Loans issued during the year 1896 
amounted to £437,264, the Purchase money agreed upon being £454,952. In the year 
1892 (the first in which Loans were issued under the Act), the amount lent was £90,448, 
and the Purchase money agreed upon £95,149 ; in the year 1893 the loans were £646,546, 
and the Purchase money £664,873, in the year 1894 the loans were £787,597, and the 
Purchase money £809,150, and in the year 1895 the loans were £575,541, and the 
Purchase money, £595,041. In the five years combined the Purchase money amounted 
to £2,619,165, and the Loans to £2,537,396. The Loans for the five years were made 
to 7,782 Tenant purchasers, of whom 3,242, or 41*7 per cent., were in Ulster; 2,045, or 
26'3 per cent., in Munster; 1,215 or 15*6 percent., in Leinster; and 1,280 or 16*4 per 
cent., in Connaught. The average number of years’ Purchase on the Net Rental was 
l7 - 0 in each of the two years 1892-3 ; 16 - 9 in 1894; 17*0 in 1895 ; and /l6'5 in 1896. 


From the above summaries it will be seen that the total amount />f Loans issued 
under both Acts (1885 and 1891), from August, 1885, to the close of tine year 1896, was 
£12,517,037 and the gross amount of Purchase money agreed upopi was £12,764,488. 
The Loans were made to 33,112 Tenant purchasers, of whom 16Jfp98 or 48 - 9 percent., 
were in Ulster; 7,083, or 21*4 per cent., in Munster; 5,31JyT or 16’1 per cent., in 
Leinster; and 4,516 or 13'6 percent., in Connaught.

The revision of the General Jurors’ Lists resulted in the striking off of 49,561 
out of 124,750 persons, or 40 per cent. ; there were only 99 persons added by Revision 
Court, including 81 in the City of Dublin. 

Besides those struck off on revision there were 392, exempted by Clerks of the Peace. 
This gives the total number of Jurors on the corrected General Jurors’ Books (when 
handed to the Sheriffs) in all Ireland as 74,896, of whom 62,039 were on rated qualifica- 
tion, 9,276 were £10 freeholders, 2,971 were £20 leaseholders, 578 Directors or Managers 
of Public Companies, and 32 Harbour Commissioners. 

In the case of 17,196 persons on the Special Jurors’ Lists, 5,586 persons were struck 
oft by Revision Court, 192 exempted by the Clerks of the Peace, and 4 struck off 
by Judges ; 142 were added by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction 
of 5,640, or 33 percent. When handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 11,556 Special 
Jurors. 

The total number of jurors returned as summoned in the year is 44,827*, as 
compared with 45,729 in 1895. Of the number for 1896, 5,348 were Grand 
J urorsf for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 8,976 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions; l,130f were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts (being 842 under the corresponding number in the preceding year) 
12,882 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts ; 
14,718 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions; 1,415 were Jurors in Civil Bill cases 
before County Court Judges or Recorders ; and 358 were Jurors for other purposes.
